1 . BALTIMORE SUN PUBLISHED ASSOCIATED PRESS DISPATCH FROM 
UNITED NATIONS REPORTING THAT U.S. AND SOVIET UNION ARE 
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SAID TO BE SEEKING TO EXPAND MEMBERSHIP OF CONFERENCE OF 
COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT FROM 31 TO EITHER 35 OR 36 STATES. 

AP SAID "BIG QUESTION IS WHETHER REORGANIZATION OF GENEVA 
BODY WOULD GIVE SEATS TO CHINA, WHICH NEVER HAS BEEN MEM- 
BER, AND FRANCE, WHICH BOYCOTTS COMMITTEE TO PROTEST 
AGAINST ITS SOVIET- AMERICAN CO-CHAIRMANSHIP." AP SAID 
JOINT INITIATIVE IMPROVED PROSPECT THAT SPECIAL SESSION 
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OF GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON DISARMAMENT WILL COME UP WITH AT 
LEAST ONE SOLID ACCOMPLISHMENT. AP QUOTED WELL-INFORMED 
DIPLOMAT AS SAYING SOVIET UNION FAVORED KEEPING EXISTING 
CO-CHAIRMANSHIP ARRANGEMENT AS REFLECTION OF IMPORTANCE OF 
BIG POWERS IN DISARMAMENT PROCESS. UNDER BRITISH PROPOSAL,

2. BALTIMORE SUN'S MOSCOW BUREAU REPORTED ON BREZHNEV'S 
SPEECH IN MINSK, AS SUMMARIZED IN TASS. SUN SAID SPEECH 
"UNDERLINED SOVIET COMMITMENT TO DETENTE, AND APPEARED TO 
BE DESIGNED TO NEUTRALIZE SOME OF RANCOR THAT HAS CREPT 
INTO SOVIET- AMERICAN RELATIONS IN RECENT WEEKS." BREZHNEV, 
SUN ADDED, SAID POSSIBILITY EXISTS FOR "REASONABLE, REAL- 
ISTIC COMPROMISE" IN MBFR TALKS. HE SAID SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES ALREADY "HAVE GONE MORE THAN HALFWAY." BREZH- 
NEV ALSO HINTED THAT WARSAW PACT WOULD EXPECT WESTERN 
CONCESSION ON ISSUE OF WHETHER EACH INDIVIDUAL COUNTRY

4. GEORGE WILSON OF WASHINGTON POST SAID DEFENSE SECRE- 
TARY BROWN S UPBEAT SPEECH TO COMMONWEALTH CLUB OF SAN 
FRANCISCO WAS, ACCORDING TO ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS, 
TERIGNED TO DISPEL PUBLIC QUALMS ABOUT U.S.-SOVIET MILI- 
TARY BALANCE. BROWN ASSERTED THAT "SOVIET UNION IS NOT 
STRONGER MILITARILY THAN U.S.” IN DISCUSSING CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION’S NUCLEAR STRATEGY, BROWN REPEATED THAT 
HEART OF IT REMAINS MUTUAL DETERRENCE - MEANING THAT U.S. 
WILL CONTINUE TO HAVE SO MANY MISSILES POINTED AT SOVIET
